He talked 
of another Mongolia. Czarist 
Russia, he said, had set -the pat- 
tern there for Comminist Rus- 
sia.

___China to recognize a puppet Out- 
er Mongolia as a separate coun- 


Lenin’s Revolution 


Dr. Tsiang was relentless. He 
produced the shadow of Lenin, 
who is on all the Soviet icons. 
In 1917, he said, Lenin’s revolu- 
tion had said it would honor all 
former treaties and restore to 
China what had been taken from 
her. But in 1924 the Soviets had 
set up the Mongolian Peoples 
Republic. He charged that many 
Mongolian peoples had been bru- 
tally liquidated in that event. 


The four Morgols sat impas- 
sively. But, finally, Dr. Tsiang 
had one of them squirming. 
Chiang Kai-shek’s ambassador 
. began to quote from a written 
testimony by William Bullitt, the 
United States’ first ambassador 
to Russia. Bullitt said that an 
assistant commissar named Ka- 
rakhan told him in 1936, in dis- 
cussing how Soviet influence was 
established in Mongolia: ‘After 
all, in a country of nomads there 
are only 300 to 400 people that 
count, and all I did on a given 
night was to have about_400 peo- 
ple seized by the G.P.U. agents 
in the army and police force, 
and I had them shot before dawn 
and installed the people that the 
Soviet government wished to 
have installed.” 


Brown Suit 


The Mongol in a_ brown suit, 
youngest of the four, squirmed a 
bit. He itched to reply. He 
leaned over once and whispered 
to his neighbor, who gave no 
sign of hearing him. He seemed, 
nonetheless, to exude disapproval 
of such agitation. But Brown 
Suit didn’t like it at all.

Spooks Had a Hot One; 
Mercury Is Stubborn 


An unseasonably warm spell gave Atlanta its hottest Halloween 
ever on the final day of a month that will go down as the driest 


October here in the past 70 years. 


The mercury rocketed to a Hal- 
loween high of 85, surpassing by 
four degrees the previous record 
high for an Oct. 31 of 81 set here 
in 1950. 


It also was the hottest it has 
ever been here this late in the 
year (October-December), topping 
the old record of 82 set on Nov. 
10, 1890. 


In addition, it failed to rain in 
Atlanta Tuesday for the 28th 
straight day and so October 
bowed out with @ rainfall total of 
only .07 of an inch—the amount 
that fell on Oct. 3. 


That’s the driest October Atlan- 
ta has had since 1891 when the 
rain total for the month measured 
.02 of an inch. In the 20th Cen- 
tury, the previous low for October 
rainfall was .12 of an inch in 1939. 
Down through the years, the rain 


total for Octobers has averaged 
2.44 inches. 


The forecast for Wednesday and 
Thursday in Atlanta is partly 
cloudy and warm, according to 
the U.S. Weather Bureau, with 60 
low anc 82 high both days.

UN. Jets 
Told to Fire 
In Congo

LEOPOLDVILLE — The United 
Nations is now patrolling the Ka- 
tanga - Kasai border with five 
Swedish .jet fighters, which have 
orders to fire at Katangese planes 
if necessary. 


The U.N. announced here Tues- 
day that the Lansen “‘flying bar- 
rel” jets have been told to ground 
any Katangese aircraft if possible 
and to shoot them down if neces- 
sary. 


The decision to use the Swedish 
jets, which are based at Lulua- 
bourg. follows a series of bomb- 
ing attacks along the border by 
the Katangese Air Force. 


The announcement came as 
tension heightened here Tuesday. 
In addition to the growing tension 
along the Katanga border, the 
central. government is greatly 
concerned with growing unrest in 
Stanleyville. 

It was learned here Tuesday that 
Thomas Cassilly, the United 
States consul, and Don Ballan- 
tyne, the British consul, had been 
attacked*in recent days by Jeu- 
nesse at Stanleyville, and had to 
seek U.N. protection. The Jeunes- 
se here are considered compa- 
rable to Britain’s Teddy Boys. 

Tuesday, the central govern- 
ment dispatched Christophe 
Gbenye, the minister of the in- 
terior and the national leader of 
the Movement National Congolese 
(the Lumumba party) to bring 
order to the city. neg 

It is believed that Gbenye may 
have orders to bring Antoine Gi- 
zenga, the vice premier, back to 
Leopoldville. 

Meanwhile, Maj. Gen. Joseph 
D. Mobutu, commander of the 
Congolese army, reported his 
troops were attacked four times 
Tuesday by Katanga planes drop- 
ping bombs at the Kasai town of 
Mwene Ditu. 

Mobutu said that his soldiers 
shot down one of the Katangese 
planes and “that the pilot wus 
killed.

Students of government all over the 
nation invariably include Georgia in 
their horror chambers of malapportion- 


ment, but, if we listen to the House Reap- | 


portionment Study Committee, it doesn’t 
belong there. 

After months of study and six public 
hearings, the committee has solemnly con- 
cluded that Georgia actually presents a 
pretty picture of representation after all. 

The House doesn’t need any changes, 
we are led to believe. The committee 
didn’t say anything about it if it does. 
Neither do Georgia’s congressional] dis- 
tricts need any changing, according to the 
committee—although Atlanta’s Fifth Con- 
gressional District is consistently among 
the most oversized districts in the nation. 

And, oddly enotigh, the committee 

. concluded that the county unit systen— 
which is at the core of Georgia's malap- 


portionment—is beyond the limits of its. 


study. This the committee now maintains, 
although during its deliberations it lis- 


‘ tened patiently and with apparent interest 


to thousands and thousands of words 
about the unit system. 


¢ ¢ 


The only change the committee recom- 
mends is in the Senate, and that proposal 
is too insignificant to shout about. The 
Senate would go to a three-two-one ar- 
rangement pretty much like the House, 
with Fulton getting three senators and 
DeKalb two. But even this sop is tied to 
a constitutional amendment so that it 
will take some time to get it into opera- 
tion. 

So it is that the committee spent 
thousands of the taxpayers’ dollars and 
produced practically nothing. 

The legislature itself isn't likely to feel 
the urge to do any more than the commit- 
tee recommended—if that much. Thus the 
matter of curing Georgia’s malapportion- 
ment again rests squarely with the fed- 
eral courts and the people. If the federal 
judges don’t apply the scalpel to our ap- 
portionment ills first, the people are li- 
able to take matters into their own hands 
in the state’s next general election. 

And we remind the county unit poli- 
ticians that the people twice have voted 
wisely to keep the iniquitous unit system 
out of our general elections.

List, chief of the bureau’s at- 
mospheric radioactivity research 
project, said anyone living down- 
wind within 100 miles of the blast 
would receive 100 roentgens of 
nuclear rays.

Apartment | 
Bomb Fuse 
Burns Out - 


Building Spared 
On Northside

A powerful dynamite bomb 
capable of flattening the building 
was found early Tuesday on the 
second story hallway of a 3-story 
apartment building at Crescent 
Avenue and Tenth Street, NE, po- 
lice said. 

Lt. Clinton .Chafin and Detec- 
tive M. G. Redding said the bomb 


| had been rigged with a percus- 


sion cap and ‘fuse and the end 
of the fuse had been ignited. Ap- 
parently the fuse went out after 
burning for approximately two 
inches, they said. 


Officers said a young woman on 
the way to work at 8 a.m. no- 
ticed the bundle lying in the 
hallway and stopped to inspect it. 


She picked it up and carried it 
to show a friend in another apart- 
ment, officers said. They said 
that the two at first believed the 
incident to be a practical joke 
but later decided to call police. 


The bomb consisted of 10 sticks 
of dynamite wrapped in a brown 
paper sack, then rewrapped in a 
produce sack and bound with bail- 
ing wire, officers said. The par- 
tially burned fuse had been in- 
serted into a cap. 


No reason could be found for 
the bomb being left in the build- 
ing, officers said. 


Chafin and Redding were unable 
to say whether the bomb had been 
placed there as a joke or whether 
the fuse had been ignited in an 
attempt to set off an explosion 
and the fuse burned itself out 
before a spark reached the cap. 


The dynamite itself was in an 
unstable state and was turned 
over to a demolition team at Ft. 
McPherson, officers said. 


The bomb packed sufficient 
force in the confined hallway to 
have flattened the building, de- 
tectives said. They said it ap- 
parently had been in the hallway 
for several hours before the young 
woman stopped to inspect the odd- 
appearing bundle at 8 a.m.

excess pounds, the formula diet 
plan may provide a start.

The manufacturers devised 
the 900-calorie formula to re- 
place all meals. This plan soon 
palls. To get around the mo-. 
notony and other disadvantages, 
dieters have adapted the for- 


mula to suit themselves, tak- 
ing it in place of lunch. Others 
use the formula at smack time 
to bolster the diet and the 
dieter. 3 


The chief objection to the 
formula diet is that it does 
nothing to change food habits. 
Overweights, you need the prac- 
tice of eating to build slimness 
if you are to keep the pounds 
off. If you are like most diet- 
ers, you do not fall off a diet, 
“nlunk” . . . you slip back into 
your old fattening ways of eat- 
ing, and overeating. 


What is the solution to our 
national weight problem. We 
need to change our attitude to- 
ward food. It’s a mistake to 
associate good eating with over- 
eating and fattening fare. Deli- 
cious fare need not be fatten- 
ing. 


The good news is that our 
food habits are just a little too 
high in calories for our way of 
life . . . as proved by “‘creep- 
ing overweight.”’

In Re about a month after my interesting 
tour, Premier Khrushchev issued his famous six- 
month ultimatum. He called on the West to sign sep- 
arate peace treaties with the Federal Republic and 
East Germany—and if they refused, he said, Russia 
would sign a separate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many and turn over to East Germany the Soviet’s 
responsibilities for Berlin and the supply lines to the 
city.

COLD WEATHER 

The ultimatum came at a 
time when the weather was 
cold, wet} and gloomy and many 
ofthe American families were 
suffering from the flu and other 
etiments.

American housewives in*Berlin. 
I started out by saying, ‘‘Frank- 
ly, I don’t know how much 
longer I can stand being in 
the dark. Even though it has 
only been a matter of 10 days 
since this all started, it seems 
as though an eternity has gone 
by. . . . Even this old house 
has lost its charm because there 
is no longer any laughter echo- 
ing throughout its rooms. An 
air of gloom has settled over 
all of us and everyone goes si- 
lently about his tasks wondering 
if there will be any further com- 
plieations. 

“But what really has us all 
hollow-eyed . . . Say, wait a 
minute ! ! ! ! Do you think I’m 
talking about the situation here 
in Berlin? Heavens, no! ! ! ! 
I’m just describing what it’s like 
to live with my two little boys 
who both have the measles! !!!” 


HONEST REACTION 


Let me say right here that 
this article may have been 
written with tongue in cheek, 
but it honestly did express the 
reactions of the American Army 
wives in Berlin. We were really 
more concerned right then with 
little day-to-day problems. But 
we also were well aware of the 
danger we were in, even though 
we never said much about it. 


So the rather calm reaction of 
the Army wives to Mr. K’s 
ultimatum was not just a pre- 
tense. Most of them had lived 
through many tense moments 
before and this was just another 
one of the many on the required 
list of what’s needed to become 
a good soldier. 


At the international cocktail 
parties and dinners, everyone 
seemed the same as usual — 
even the Russians. In fact, I'll 
always remember the pleasant 
“conversation” I had with a 
plump, serene-faced Russian 
wife at a party in Potsdam. We 
met at the hors d’oeuvre table 
and smiled at each other as we 
both reached for a deviled egg. 
She picked up hers, pointed at 
it and said the Russian word 
for egg. I picked up mine, point- 
ed to it and said “‘egg.”” We did 
this with some cheese and 
olives and then went back to 
where our husbands were 
standing.

And trite, but true, a 
good time was had by all — at 
least, on the surface.

“Helping their child to de- 
velop time concepts is one of 
the most difficult tasks that 
parents face,’’ explained Miss 
Elizabeth Donovan, assistant 
professor;-in teacher education 
at Emory University. 


She relates an experience she 
had while a grade school teach- 
er. One of her first-grade stu- 
dents asked how old she was. 
In reply, Miss Donovan said, 
“Well, I'm as old as you think 
I am.” 


I guess you’re about 16 or 
17,” the child replied. 


“Oh, no,”’ another pupil quick- 
ly chimed in. “Miss Donovan 


' must be at least 70!”’ 


Mrs. Ruby Crowe, consultant 
in social studies for Fulton 
County, explained that the 
grasping of time concepts is a 
progressive process. 


“Studies have revealed that a 
child cannot understand chrono- 
logical events until the sixth 
grade. Only then do his time 
concepts come to be like his 
mother’s,”” Mrs. Crowe added. 


Building a time vocabulary is 
the first step parents must take 
in developing a sense of time in 
their child, Mrs. Crowe re- 
vealed. 


“Parents should refer to time 
by mentioning events that the 
child can remember. For in- 
stance, the parent could say, 
‘two weeks ago when grand- 
mother was here.’ Always give 
your child a true picture of 
time. That is, don’t say ‘a min- 
ute,’ when you actually mean 
15 minutes.”

1. Talk about the time you 
will do certain things.

New Low 


‘The incidence of polio in the 
Uffited States appears to be head- 
ing for a new low this year, and 
thére is the possibility of erdi- 
cating the once dreaded diseas: 


Michael J. Regan, chief of po- 
lio surveillance for -the Public 
Health Service’s Communicable 
Disease Center here, said Tues- 
day polio dropped from a high of 
57,879 reported victims in 1952 to 
a low of only 3,190 last year. 


And, he added, only 1,080 new 
patients have been reported up to 
Oct. 21 of this year. He said this 
year is sure to resigter a new, 
even lower mark for the disease. 


Regan noted that in addition 
to the original Salk vaccine, the 
Sabin oral vaccine is now avail- 
able, and with the proper use of 
the two, there is a possibility of 
wiping out the disease. 


Regan traced a rapid decline 
in polio since the Salk immuni- 
zation was first used generally in 
1955. That year new patients num- 
bered as many as 9,000 a month. 
By 1956, the monthly peak was 
down to 4,000. 

While polio is on the decline, 
Regan’s report said, hepatitis has 
risen to a new record high level 
of 41,666 new victims last year, 
with an increase expected in 1961. 
Hepatitis is an acute virus infec- 
tion of the liver.

NEW YORK (# — United States 
Steel Corp., the nations largest 
steelmaker, reported Tuesday 
that sales and profits dipped from 


Bethlehem Steel Corp., the No. 
2 producer, and most other steel 
firms, previously reported gains 
in all departments. 


“The third quarter was not quite 
up to our expectations,” said- 
Roger M. Blough, chairman — 
mostly because of strikes in the 
auto industry. But he foresaw 
a ‘‘moderate and gradual” in- 
crease in steel industry produc- 
tion in the months ahead and into 
early 1962. 


After the stock market closed, 
“Big Steel” disclosed July-Sep- 
tember profits came to $51.8 mil- 
lion, or 84 cents a share, on sales 
of $861.3 million. The figures 
compared with earnings in the pre- 
ceding three months of $59 million, 
equal to 98 cents a share, on sale 
of $869.1 million. 

In the third quarter of 1960 the 
corporation cleared $52.4 million 
or 8 cents a share on sales of 
$785.2 ‘million. 

Blough, asked why earnings re- 
ported Tuesday failed—barely—to 
match those of the comparable 
1960 period, explained most of the 
difference in accounting adjust- 
ments. He said profits, which 
amounted in the third quarter to 6 
per cent of sales. were ‘“‘far too 
low,”” but said demand is still 
weak and competition too stiff to 
encourage a price increase.
